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O&E PENSION PLAN 

INTRODUCTION 

This Summary Plan Description provides an overview of provisions of the Hanford Operations 
and Engineering (O&E) Pension Plan in effect January 1, 2003. 

In the event of any discrepancy between the language of this summary and the language of the 
legal text, the language of the legal text shall govern.  References to “Company” hereafter refer 
to your employer. 

ELIGIBILITY 

Regular, full-time or part-time, exempt and salaried non-exempt employees of Fluor Hanford, 
Inc., Duratek Federal Services of Hanford, Inc., Numatec Hanford Corporation, Protection 
Technology Hanford division of Day Zimmerman LLC, CH2M HILL Hanford Group, Inc., 
Bechtel Hanford, Inc., CH2M HILL Hanford, Inc., Eberline Services Hanford, Inc., and 
otherwise eligible employees of Bechtel National, Inc. who were formerly employed by CH2M 
HILL Hanford Group, Inc. and are employed by Bechtel National, Inc. to perform services for 
the Waste Treatment and Immobilization Plant Project are eligible to become Plan members.  
You begin to earn credit under the Plan on your first day of employment as a regular, full-time or 
part-time, exempt or salaried non-exempt employee.  After you complete one (1) year of service, 
you are automatically enrolled and receive vesting and benefit service from date of hire.  The 
following individuals are not eligible to participate: 

• employees whose terms and conditions of employment are established by a collective 
bargaining agreement; 

• temporary employees or employees paid on an hourly basis; 

• employees of Bechtel Hanford, Inc. who are active participants in the Bechtel Trust & 
Thrift Plan; 

• employees of Bechtel National, Inc. who are active participants in the Bectel Trust & 
Thrift Plan; 

• individuals who are characterized as self-employed by the Company regardless of their 
status for federal payroll purposes. 

COST 

There is no cost to you. All contributions are paid by the Company. 

HOW BENEFITS ARE CALCULATED

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Your retirement benefits are dependent on your average base earnings over the sixty (60) months 
during which such average is the highest during the last 120 months of employment and on your

CREDITED SERVICE 

There are three types of Credited Service:  eligibility service, vesting service and benefit service. 

ELIGIBILITY SERVICE

a monthly pension payable at age 65.  This calculated amount is payable as a ten-year certain an
life annuity.  (See “How Pensions are Paid.”) 

Base earnings are yo
shift differentials and cash taken in lieu of time off. 

Example:  Assume the average for your high 60 months base earnings is $3,000 and you hav
20 years of benefit service: 

1.6% x $3,000 x 20 years = $960/month, payable at age 65, ten year certain and life annuity. 

As your salary and service increase, so will the pension you earn. 

Example:  1.6% x $3,200 x 21 years = $1,075/month, payable at age 65, ten year certain and life 
annuity.

VESTING SERVICE 

Vesting service determines the amount of “ownership” you have in the benefits you accrue under 
the Plan.  Vesting service is counted from the day you are hired and will be determined in 
accordance with the following rules: 
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• You receive credit for a year of service for each Plan Year in which you are credited with 
1,000 or more hours of service. 

• You will be 100% vested when you have been credited with three (3) years of service. 

• You have no vested rights with less than three (3) years of service.

• You receive credit for employment by all Sponsoring Companies. 

• You are fully vested at age 65 if eligible and if employed regardless of your years of 
vesting service.

If you were fully or partially vested in a benefit under a predecessor plan, then, as a general rule, 
your service under that plan is credited for vesting purposes under this Plan. 

NONVESTED PARTICIPANT 

If you had accrued a benefit under a predecessor plan but were not vested in that benefit (your 
vesting percentage was zero), you may have lost that service for vesting purposes and it is not 
reinstated under this Plan. 
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Generally, credit will have been lost if you terminated employment prior to January 1, 1985 (th
effective date of the Retirement Equity Act), and the period of time since you left the 
predecessor plan is greater than

This 
rate is known as the GATT rate and changes each year.  The rate is based on the General

PAYMENT OF SMALL PENSIONS 

become eligible for a pension benefit, a lump sum payment will be made to settle all future 
liability.  In determining whether your pension has a present value of $5,000 or less, your 
benefits under all site pension plans (O&E, HAMTC, and Guards) are aggregated.  The amount 
will be equal to the present value of the benefit.  This benefit is subject to income tax.  However,
the tax can be deferred if it is rolled directly into an IRA or another eligible plan. 

BENEFICIARY DESIGNATION 

Your named beneficiary wil
follows: 

If you are entitled to benefits and if you die before your benefits commence and you are 
unmarried, there is a death benefit paid to your beneficiary.  You may name anyone you wish to 
receive this death benefit.  If you are entitled to benefits and if you die before benefits commence 
and you are married, your spouse will receive a death benefit.  No other benefit will be payable. 
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If you die after benefits commence, death benefits (if any) will be paid to the person you 
designate as your beneficiary or joint annuitant.  If you are married when benefits comme
your spouse must be your joint annuitant or beneficiary unless he or she consents to your namin
someone else.
